SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


There  are  820  houses  in  your  distriot  and  of  these  7  houses  only  are 
without  supply  of  water  from  the  lyide  V/ater  Board’s  Mains. 


All  but  117  houses,  which  are  a  long  distance  from  the  Sewers,  are 
connected  to  Sewerage  System. 

There  are  882  Water  Closets,  23  Pail  Closets  and  14  Privies.  There  are 
13  houses  awaiting  conversions  and  30  further  houses  could  be  converted 
upon  extension  of  sewers.  Plans  for  Sewage  Works  for  the  Park  Lane 
District  have  been  prepared. 

House  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  the  Council  Lorry,  a  Ford  3  ton  Refuse 
Collection  vehicle  and  the  Refuse  is  tipped  on  the  controlled  System  on 
to  low  lying  ground.  Pail  Closet  contents  are  put  on  the  tip  and  covered 
by  the  House  Refuse. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  shops  and  business  premises  for  collection 
of  trade  refuse  on  payment. 


There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  district. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION,, 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  reported  visiting  160  premises,  the  discovery 
of  51  defects,  51  of  which  were  remedied  after  informal  notification* 

SHOPS  ACTS*  There  are  48  premises  in  the  district  used  as  shops  and 
all  were  found  to  he  satisfactory  as  regards  sanitary  conveniences, 
temperature,  ventilation  and  comfort  of  assistants  where  employed* 

The  cafes  and  Restaurants  were  seen  to  he  clean  and  well  conducted* 

Clubs  and  Licensed  premises  were  also  satisfactory* 

FISH  FRYERS.  The  premises  of  the  3  Fish  Fryers  are  clean  and  in 
very  good  order* 

SCHOOLS:  The  two  schools  were  satisfactory  as  to  premises  and 
conveniences.  The  water  supply  was  also  satisfactory  when  visited, 

FACTORIES:  There  are  21  premises  registered  under  the  Factory  Act,  1937> 
including  a  Salt  Works  Power  House,  Corn  Mill,  Bakeries,  Garages  and 
Joiners'  Shops, 

HOUSE  DRAINS:  Notices  were  sent  in  respect  of  22  blocked  drains 
and  these  had  attention  by  Council's  Staff  on  payment  by  the  owners, 

LUST  BINS:  28  Lust  Bins  were  supplied  and  charged  to  the  Owners  of 
properties, 

TENTS,  VANS,  SHELS  ETg:  Premises  of  this  description  are  not  continuously 
occupied,  Seven  sites  are  licensed  for  stationing  van-dwellings  and  tents 
for  the  Summer  season  only.  Byelaws  have  been  adopted  for  the  control  of 
moveable  dwellings.  Lavatory  accommodation  is  provided  and  Fylde  Water  is 
laid  on  to  each  site.  The  sites  are  well  conducted  and  are  kept  very  clean 
and  tidy.  There  were  four  Temporary  Camps  occupied  by  Church  Lads  Brigade  and 
Brownies,  Each  Camp  was  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Luring 
the  summer  period  the  population  of  the  district  is  increased  by  25$  by  persons 
living  in  the  camps. 
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PREVENTION  OF  PA MAGE  BY  PESTS, 

The  Urban  District  is  mainly  agricultural  and  is  well  served  by  the  Lancashire 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  Services  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949* 

Test  baiting  of  the  Sewers  has  proved  negative. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  tips  have  had  constant  attention  during  the  year, 

HOUSING. 

Six  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise. 

Inspection  was  made  of  25  houses  and  all  defects  received  attention  after 
informal  notioe, 

A  classification  of  houses  in  your  area  shows  that  73  are  large  houses, 

3  are  inns,  40  are  farmsteads,  34  are  houses  and  shops,  470  are  small 
modern  houses,  I84  are  good  older  houses,  14  poor  type  but  habitable. 

There  are  no  back  to  back  houses  in  the  area  nor  are  there  any  back  to 
earth  houses.  All  houses  in  the  area  have  through  ventilation. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  overcrowding  during  the  year, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  normal  sampling  of  Milk  and  Foods  is  done  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Council,  The  Publio  Health  Inspector  accompanies  the 
Official  on  every  occasion  and  aids  in  the  sampling. 

There  are  three  dairies  in  the  district.  One  person  delivering  milk  in  the  district 
has  premises  outside  the  district  He  delivers  milk  to  the  Schools,

Preesall  Urban  District  is  a  generally  healthy  area.  Its  resident 
population  remains  stable  at  2,250,  This  figure  only  shows  an  increase  of 
nineteen  over  the  figure  2,231  when  the  national  census  was  taken  in  1951* 

During  1959  the  corrected  birthrate  fell  from  21,5  P©*1  thousand 
population  to  16.4»  There  were  actually  twenty  nine  births  compared  with 
thirty  eight  in  1958*  Hie  corrected  deatbrate  rose  from  9»9  pe?  thousand 
population  to  14,3,  There  were  forty  eight  deaths  compared  with  thirty  three 
in  1958, 


Looking  at  the  causes  of  death  twenty  eight  of  the  forty  eight  deaths 
were  caused  by  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  seven  were  due  to 
malignant  growths.  In  the  main  these  are  the  ailments  of  more  advanced  years 
and  I  think  it  is  well  recognised  by  the  Health  Committee  that  the  majority 
of  deaths  reported  in  the  district  are  of  people  who  have  lived  to  a  good  old  age, 

1959  was  a  year  when  Measles  struck  the  younger  section  of  the 
population.  Seventy  seven  cases  were  notified.  Apart  from  these, notifiable 
infectious  diseases  was  at  a  minimum,  the  only  others  being  two  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  three  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  shows  very  satisfactory 
results  and  no  need  for  any  statutory  action,  A  good  standard  is  maintained 
among  local  shops  and  catering  establishments  and  this  is  obtained  by  means 
of  their  ready  co-operation.
